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Reasons for Allowance 



Claims 10, 12, 14-20, 22, 24, 26-32 are allowed as amended over the prior art of record 
that neither teaches nor fairly suggestive of a package and a method of making the package 
meeting the limitations of the instant claims by the applicants. The closest prior art of record by 
Mine et al (US 5,804,631) teaches a package and making of the package using a conductive paste 
containing of conductive particles comprising of both Ag dendrites and Ag flakes. Tani et al (JP 
09-2455322) teach making the conductive paste comprising of copper flakes and copper powder 
and filling the holes of a ceramic board. Prior art of record by either Mine et al or by Tani et al 
either singly or combined does not teach or fairly suggestive of a package consisting of the 
spacing between the element electrode and a substrate electrode as a function of the particle 
dimension and a method of making the package meeting the limitations of the instant claims by 
the applicants, and the presence of any such inherency of claim limitation could not be 
established with absolute certainty.
